Box I 

Claim 1 (cf . lines 8-12) defines the data carrier by 
reference to the focusing during read-out. It is not clear 
what restrictions on the claimed data carrier itself result 
from this, in particular as regards its thickness, because 
the focusing also depends essentially on the reading or 
writing device. 

Moreover, Claim 1 makes reference (cf. lines 6-8) to the 
thickness of a radiation-permeable layer of a standard DVD- 
type data carrier, which is approximately equal to 0.5 mm. 
The application, on the other hand, mentions (cf . the 
description, page 6, second paragraph) only a radiation- 
permeable layer of the claimed data carrier, which is 
0.5 mm thick. There is no reference in the description of 
the application to a radiation-permeable layer of a 
standard DVD- type data carrier. The original claim 
disclosed in this connection only a minimally necessary 
carrier layer which was not defined more precisely. 

These amendments go beyond the disclosure of the 
international application as filed (PCT Article 32(2) (b) 
and PCT Article 19(2)).

2 . The present application does not satisfy the 
criterion stipulated in PCT Article 33(2), because 
the subjects of Claims 1, 2 and 3 are not novel for 
the following reasons: 

2.1 It is shown in the claims of the application copied 
in the annex (pages 1/2-2/2) to this report how 
Claims 1, 3 and 8 can be read on Dl . The underlined 
features in Claim 8 are not known from Dl . 

2.2 Consequently, the features of Claims 1 and 3 are 
known from Dl, if the layer thickness for the 
radiation-permeable layer (cf . Box VIII below) is 
assumed to be suitable. The features of Claim 2 
merely reiterate the features of Claim 1 and are 
therefore also known from Dl. 

3 . The present application does not meet the criterion 
stipulated in PCT Article 33(3), because the subjects 
of Claims 4 - 9 do not involve an inventive step for 
the following reasons: 

3.1 As regards Claim 9, it can be gathered from item 2.1 
above that the subject matter of Claim 9 differs from 
the disclosure of Dl in that the sum of the thickness 
of the data carrier and the thickness of the adapter

in the recording area is equal to the thickness of a 
standard DVD- type data carrier. However, it is 
obvious to, say, increase the storage density if the 
known DVD standard is to be used in Dl instead of the 
CD standard (cf. column 6, line 48 - column 7, line 
40) . 

3 . 2 The additional features of Claim 4 add nothing 
inventive to the preceding claims, because it seems 
obvious to a person skilled in the art to adapt the 
thickness of the Dl data carrier to known standards 
such as the ISO standard (card thickness 
approximately 0.8 mm), if necessary. 

3.3 The additional features of Claim 5 add nothing 
inventive to the preceding claims, because it seems 
obvious to a person skilled in the art to use a 
storage part and a chip element in the Dl data 
carrier, as taught respectively by D2 (cf . Figure 2, 
storage part 10) and D3 (cf . Figure 1, chip element 
16) . The purpose of the separation into storage and 
carrier parts is to enable said parts to be made of 
different materials and the chip element to extend 
the functionality. It is self-evident that the 
resulting surfaces of the data carrier must be plane. 

3.4 The other features of Claims 6 to 8 result 
automatically from a combination of the teachings of 
Dl - D3 . In particular, the additional features of 
Claim 8 are already known from D3 , which describes 
cardboard visiting cards.

The present Claim 1 defines a disk-shaped data 
carrier which first of all explicitly comprises only 
one information recording layer. The characterizing 
portion of Claim 1 defines the thickness of the 
recording medium and refers to a radiation-permeable 
layer, which was not, however, previously defined as 
belonging to the data carrier. Claim 1, apart from 
the passages not originally disclosed (cf . Box I 
above) , is therefore interpreted for the purposes of 
this report as meaning that the data carrier 
comprises a radiation-permeable layer in addition to 
an information recording layer.

The thickness of this radiation-permeable layer is 
not precisely known, however.
